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DANGERS OF MODERATE DRINKING. 


The effect of o small daily dose of alcohol 
on animals is set by Professor Taav. 
Laitinen, of Helsi in apaper laid before 
the International Anti-Aleohol Congress at 
Stockholin, of which an accdunt is given by 
Mr. Theodore Neild in the “British Joarnal of 
Inebriety”’. 

“Prof. Laitinen began by reminding us that 
former results which he had from time to time 
published had been obtained by the adminis. 
tration of larger doses—never less than 0.5 
gramme for each kilogramme that the ahimal 
in question weighed. He had felt that it was 
of great importance, however, to try how far 
the resistivity of animals was effected, and in’ 
what directions, when the doses administered 
each day were so small as 0.1 gramme. 

“The writer, when at Helsingfors, was told 
by Prof. Laitinen that this amount wonl: 
mean, in the case of a man of average weight, 
a glass of Finnish beer daily, and the glass 
seemed hardly aslargeas that used in England. 
In order to detéct the influence of these very 
small doses, Prof. Laitinen has kept his 
research animals —guinea pigs and rabbits —in 
4 perfectly equipped place. He employed « 
large number of animals, and, of course, 
treated them all alike, even to the handling 
during the administration of the liquids. The 
only difference was that some had water alone, 
and others the same quantity of water with 
such an amount of alcohol mixed with it as to 
get 0.1 gramme of alcohol per kilogramme of 
their respective weights. The two sets were so 
treated for eight months. To detect the altera 
tion in resistivity, Dr. Laitinen availed himself 
| of the most delicate methods of research and 
biological reactions. In the first place, the 
| resistivity of the animals (the aleoholised 
animals and the control or non-aleoholi 
sed animals was tested either by aato- 
inoculation (guinea pigs 
' with the toxin of diphteria. This showed 


| the alcoholised animals to have less resistivity 


The difference was clearly to be recognise. 
In the case of forty rabbits exposed to infection 
for four months the lessened immunity was as 
| forty-five to sixty-five, and where death ens.ed 
the duration of disease was as 18.6 to 21.7 
days in the alcohvlished and control animals 
respectively. 

Of the young born of alcoholised rabbits 
61.29 per cent. died, and of those born of 
control animals 54.17 per cent. died. The 
| young of the alooholished rabbits, when three 
days old, weighed on a average 79 grammes, 
and grew during the next twenty days 7.13 
grammes daily on an average. The young of 
those treated with water only, weighed 87.9 
grammes at birth, and grew at the rate of 9 46 
grammes per diem. 

“The difference is still clearer when we come 
to the guinea pigs. Of the young of those 
treated with water alone 21.74 per cent. only 
died ; whilst, on the other band, the proportion 
in the case of the alcoholised animals was 
36.76 per cent. The progeny of the former 
weighed at birth on an average 77.31 grammes, 
grew in the first ten days 4.12 grammes daily. 
The young of the latter—the alooholised 
animals—on the other hand, were on an average 
78.41 grammes at birth, and grew in the first 
twenty days 430 grammes daily. When he 
carried on his weighings for 110 days the 
difference was as 4.86 grammes to 5.50 gram 
mes. He began with seventy animals and ended 
with 848, having had more than 600 pass 

through his hands. It constitutes one of the 
most important researches of modern times, 
and its findings must exercise a great influence 
apon our attitade towards what is now regarded 
as the most moderate ase of alcohol as a 


beverage.”

THE ZIZINIA MERTING 


Mustapha Pasha Kamel will arrive at Alex- 
andria from Cairo at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
and will be greeted at the Bab-el-Ghedid 
terminus by his friends and adherents. 

The authorities of the Alexandria Gouver- 
norat are taking precautions to prevent any 
disturbance ofthe public peace on the occasion 
of the demonstration at the Zizinia theatre to- 
morrow evening. No less than thirty police- 
man will be at the theatre or in its immediate 
neighbourhood to cope with any distarb- 
ances and it is hoped that the meeting will 
pass off without any trouble or disorder. 

The Pasha’s followers at Alexandria state 
that great numbers of natives fron the Behera 
Province and other parts of the Delta are 
flocking into the city in order to attend the 
meeting. 

Much anxiety reigns among the supperters 
of Mustapha Pasha Kamel as to the success of 


to-morrow’s meeting at the Zizinia Theatre. 
Great efforts are being made to organise a 
demonstration on the occasion of the “Patriot's” 
visits to Alexandria, but Kamel’s emissaries 
are obliged to confess that there is very little 
real enthosiasm among the more respectable 
elemeuts of the native population. There is no 
doubt that the theatre will be filled for if the 
worse comes to the worst there will be hundreds 
of Berberine and bowabs, who can be brought 
in to listen to the speech. Bat what is wanted 
by Kamel is a gathering of a very different 
sort and up to now, in spite of the energy 
displayed by the organisers, very little enthu- 
siasm is visible. Kamels’ supporters attribute 
this falling-off in his popularity to the malign 
influence of the Moderate Nationalist Party 
and accuse “Al Moayad” and “Al Minbar” of 
having brought about the disaffection. As the

THE MODERATE NATIONALISTS 

The quarrel between the violent and fanatical 
section of the Nationalist Party, led by Kamel, 
and the Moderate Nationalists has reached such 
an acute stage that Sheikh Aly Youssefin an 
article in “Al Moayad” demands that legal 
proceedings should be resorted to in order to 
stop the fanatical tury of Kamel aud his clique. 
The Sheikh’s words are “the fall of tactics of 
passion and folly will call for the punishment 
by having recourse to justice) of the actions 
of the furious men.” In the course of the same 
article he says, “we have no longer any need 
henceforth to enter into discussion with this 
deluded fellow, who has been made blind and 
deat owing to folly and lack of reflection Heisno 
longer capable of understanding and can only 
regard himself. In madhouses there are numbers 
of fools and lunatics of the same kind as the 
man whom we are now dealing with.” It is need 
less to state that these words refer to Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel. The relations between Sheikh 
Aly Youssef and the Kbedivial Court make 
these remarks specially noteworthy. This 
article of “Al Moayad” has caused consider 
able discussion and it is expected that it will 


lead to further defections among Kamel's 
followers, many of whom have become some 
what nervous of late owing to his fanatical 
policy 
THE PRESENT SITUATION 

Many supporters of the British Occupation 
will doubtless hold that the acute dissensions 
now prevailing among the various groups of 
the Nationali ts is an unfailing sign of the 
bankruptey of the whole movement. This is 
quite an erroneons standpoint to take. During 
the latter portion of Lord Cromer’s rule he 
became more and more unpopular with a 


large section of the Moslem Native public. 
Whether the grounds for this unpopularity 
were in any way justified or not does not 
concern us here, but the attitade ofthe leading 
Moslem newspapers, the protests of the nat 
ive members of the Alexandria Municipality 
in regard to the Memorial, and various 
other examples of the same sort amply 
demonstrated that such was the case. This 
opposition to Lord Oromer's policy gave an 
air of cohesion to the native Press: Although 
the editors of “Al Lewa” and “Al Moayad” 
disliked one another then as heartily-as they 
do now, they and their fellows were obliged to 
maintain an united front against their common 
enemy. Under the ciroumstance it was natural 
that one man should come prominently fore- 
ward as the leader of the opposition and 
Mustapha Pasha Kamél gained this post. His 
extreme acuteness in the art of self-advertise- 
meut, his fluent French, his acquaintance with 
Europe and his pleasant manners, whereby be 
obtained the sympathy of Madame Adam, 
Pierre Loti and many others, well fitted him 
for this tamporary job. 

His rivals, who always disliked his arrogance, 
had perforce to submit to this ascendency, for 
it was absolutely necessary for them to keen an 


him. He was a smart, useful man in his way, 
but his conceit renders him quite intolerable, 
and he is now being bitterly attacked 


ing under his banner a few months ago. 
These squabbles do not in any way signify 
that Nationalism is dying a nataral death. On 
the contrary, however factitious it may 
to be in Egypt, it is part and areal of ies 
great movement towards racial self-conscious: 
ness, which is developing simultaneously in 
other parts of the world. The struggles, 
incident to the disposition of Mustapha 
only a necessary phase in the movement.

type, or in fact for any leader at all. 
meeting, which he has convened at the Zizinia 
Theatre, isa vain attempt to fight against 
the fissiparous tendencies of the moment. 
To-morrow night he will beat the big dram of 
Egyptian Nationalism and exhibit all his 
old stock-in-trade with his usual facile elo- 
quence, but it is quite hopeless for him ever 
again to try to get back to his old position. 
With his habitual arrogance he flattered him- 
self that he hed borne a great part in bringing 
about Lord Cromer’s retirement and rejoiced 
with great rejoicing thereat, whereas no event 
ought to have been a source of greater concern 
to him, for Lord Cromer’s departare tound 
Mustapha’s occupation gone. 
POLITICAL CHANGES. 

Many natives appear to labour under the 
idea that vast changes are impending in every 
branch of the Administration and that Sir 
Eldon Gorst intends to effect radical changes 
in the system pursued by Lord Cromer. 

In an article on political dreams and delusions 
“Al Watan” says :— 

Coming nearer home we find that our own 
people hold strikingly similar views about chan- 
ges to come in the condition and Government 
of Egypt in consequence of the natural change 
in the person of the British Agent. Simply 
because Lord Cromer has resigned and Sir 
Eldon Gorst has come to take his place our 
friends of the class so common in all countties 
are dreaming, or rather asserting, changes in 
every branch so wild and so numerous that 
even the common mind revolts against accept- 
ing the whole prophesied bill. We hope to 
prove the fallacy of this last belief py visible 
and emphatic means now that the hero of the 
promised changes has come back from leave to 
work for the interesta of his country and its 
friends and to further the cause of security

THE MECCA PILGRIMAGE. 


The Egyptian Government has issued a cir 
cular relative to those who wish to accompany 
the Mahmal caravan to the Hedjaz. 

This year, as in former years, the Govern- 
ment has decided to allow those who are desir- 
ons of so doing, and who undertake to submit 
to the prescribed conditions, to accompany the 
Mahmal caravan. 

Those who take advantage of this offer of 
the Government will be placed under the pro- 
tection of the Emir el Hag and the military 
escort of the Mahmal. The journey will be 
accomplished by the shortest possible and 
least laborious route, and ahder especial condi- 
tions as regards comfort, safety, and . prestige. 
The cost of the expedition will be lessened 
joining the caravan, as pilgrims will profit by 
the advantageous arrangements which the 
Emir el Hag is able to make regarding camels. 

In so far as the expenses of the journey are 
concerned, experience has shown that the sums 
deposited in former years have been insufficier. t, 
and for the present year, as last year, it has been 
decided that those accompanying the Mahal 
must make the following deposits, according 
to the degree of comfort they desire to travel 
in: LE. 26.500mm. for each first class pas- 
senger; including charge for one camel (an 
extra charge of LE 17 is made for every 
additional camel), L.B 28 for the second class 
passenger with one camel ; L.B. 20.500mm. for 
the third class passenger with one camel; 

.—. 14 when one camel is shared by two 
pilgrims; L.B. 10.500m. for every child from 
4 to 10 years of age who shares a camel with 
another child or with a parent. ‘

With his views we are toa very great ex-

Like most men of strong conviction and 
single purpose Mr Smith ignores criticism ; 
for dialecticians, economists and theorists he 
hasa fine manly contempt and brashes aside 
their contentions without troubling himself 
to examine them. Needless to say, that Mr. 
Smith is intensely patriotic : to save the in 
vestments of his countrymen from the unsera- 
pulous manipulation of American, English, 
Jewish or foreign capitalistic gamblers he would 
extend Leeman’s Financial Bank Act of 186 
7 to all private properties but with five year's 
imprisonment a la Canada’s (Bourse) Criminal 
Court Act of 1892. 

We give in full his remarks on Egypt :— 

As all Governments are aware, an I[nter- 
national Judicial Commission has been sitting 
in Egypt during the past three years to deal 
with the questions of financial and commer- 
cial gambling and of reforming the Bourse 
gambling-laws of that country. This commis 
sion comprised delegates from the following 
seventeen countries interested in the economic 
welfare, and responsible for the maintenance 
ofthe law order, and good government, of 
that conntry—viz,—Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Spain, the United States of America, 
Greece, Italy, the Netherlands, Portugal, 
Russia, Sweden, Norway, and, of course, Egypt. 
This commission, twelve months ago, appoint- 
ed a small subcommission to deal with the 
matters in question. 

The report of that commission has been 
lately published. In a few words it advises the 
acceptance, pure and simple, of the Govern- 
ment'’s project. This purposes to permit a free 
action of the outrageous gambling operations 
(agiotage) which has been in vogue in Egypt 
for many years in certain agricultural pro- 
ducts, especially in cotton. In fact, the door 
would be again opened to the corruption, 
oppression, and injnstice, which at one time 
were the only form of rule known in Egypt. 
And, as Monsieur Vercamer, the eminent 
Belgian judge and delegate, truly points out 
in his powerful Mémoire,1 published in June, 
1907, on this proposed project, “it is a system 
of ‘radicalism’ that has no equivalent in any of 
the European legislations.” 

Bot, before the project, as advised by the 
sub-commission in their report, becomes the 
law in Egypt as the basis for future Bourse- 
gambling, it will be necessary for the Govern- 
ments of all the other interested nations to 
give their consent. Under these circumstances 
let me briefly set forth for their benefit, and 
especially for that of the British Government, 
the numerous examples of the rnin caused to 
Egypt during the past two years only, by 
Bourse-gambling. not only in stocks and shares, 
but also in marchés a terme of cotton and of 
other products. 

In 1905, the Egyptian cotton manufactory 
was ruined. In 1906, the Egyptian Society ot 
Sugar Refineries was declared bankyupt. In 
1906-1907, the Egyptian speculatérs lost 
enormous sums of money by gambling opera- 
tion in “futures” of Egyptian and American 
Cotton on the Exchanges in Egypt and in 
Liverpool, England, entailing heavy “liquids 
tion” in Egyptian stocks and shares in order to 
liquidate their losses. Since 1906 there has 
been a prolonged period of financial depression, 
caused solely by over-speculation and rank 
gambling on the Egyptian Bourses, not only 
in the above commodities, but also in stocks 
and shares. This culminated in June, 1907. The 
result is that the values of all classes of 
Egyptian securities and properties have fallen 
heavily, even to 60 per cent., thus affecting 
the values of land and the general welfare of 
the country, and ending in a financial and 
commercial crisis. So serions has this crisis 
been that the Bourses of Cairo and Alexandria 
had to be temporarily closed for some days, 
owing to the “Bears” proving victorious. The 
losses have not only fallen upon Egypt, but 
also upon London, Paris, Vienna, Manchester, 
&o. All classes of property have (more or less) 
suffered, including the principal banking in- 
stitations of Egypt, while one important bank, 
with branches in Cairo and in Alexandria, and

EGYPTOLOGICAL NOTES.

THE ALEXANDRIA NECROPOLIS 


Before leaving Egypt after his explorations 
at Elephantine M. Clermont Ganneau visited 
Alexandria and went to see the excavations 
being carried on by Dr. Breccia on behalf of 
the Alexandria Museum in the necropolis to 
the east of the city. In one of the sepulehres M. 
Ganneau noticed a painted _inseription which 
appeared to have been in Hébrew letters and 
so suggested that part, if not all, of the tombs 
were those of Jews or Semites. Later Dr. 
Breccia forwarded to him a cast of another 
graven text in which he was able to decipher 
an epitaph of a personage named Akabyah, son 
of Elioenai, both characteristic Jewish names 
and the second similar to a name in the Old 
Testament meaning “Unto Jehovah I lift up 
my eyes.” 

M. Gannean says that the style of the 
alphabet of this inscription recalls most 
accurately that of other texts of the Persian 
period in Egypt in various Aramaic writings, 
and so it is probably of early Ptolemaic times. 
This discovery determines [brahimiye, about 
three kilometers east of Alexandria, as the 
site of a Hehrew cemetery before the Christian 
era. 


Statues at Karnak 

M. Iegr.in reports that the collection of 
statues an| statuettes from the well close to 
the pylon of the hypostyle hall at Karnak has 
not yet been completely recovered. Altogether 
29 large statues and 720 smaller ones, and 
stelae, and about 17,000 statuettes have been 
found. Lately the chief relics brought to the 
surtace have been a kneeling statue of one of 
the Rameses, an erect one of the son of Sabaco, 
and fragments of a large statue of Ameno- 
phis III 


Menepthah'’s Mummy 

Professor Elliot Smith who unrolled and 
examined the mummy found in the tomb of 
Teie and pronounced it to be that of a young 
man has under the instruction of M. Maspero 
removed the wrappings from the mummy 
thought to be that of Menepthah and usually 
supposed to be the Pharaoh who pursued the 
Israelites to the Red Sea. From the writing 
on the swathings, and the resemblance of the 
features to Rameses I] and Seti, the father 
and grandfather of Menepthah, it is probable 
that M. Maspero is correct in thinking the 
body was his. If so, Professor Elliot Smith’s 
investigation indicates that at his decease the 
king was “a somewhat corpulent old man with 
ouly a narrow fringe of white hair and posses- 
sing but few remaining teeth.’ The mommy 
had been much injured by tomb plunderers 
and so is not so well preserved as many of 
the other Egyptian royalties. A full deseription 
of the research may be found in the “Annales 
du service des antiquités de |'Egypte” for 
1907. 

A Pharaoh's Cartouche. 

Ata recent meeting of the French Academy 
M. Alfred Merlin, director of antiquities in 
Tanis, annonnced that during some exca- 
vations which are being carried on in the 
Ponic cemetery upon the site of ancient Car- 
thage a tomb had been discovered which con 
tained an Egyptian vase, being the car- 
touche of the Pharton Amasis. Other relics 
having this monarch’s name have been found 
in countries near to Egypt, previonsly, the 
reason being probably because be employed 
mercenaries recruited from countries bordering 
upon the Mediterranean 


Alexandria's Founder. 

To an inhabitant of Alexandria any infor- 
mation concerning the ancestors of Alexander 
the Great must be of interest, and therefore 
we refer to a letter published in the “Athe- 
naeum” from Mr. W. R. Paton which throws 
light upon the conqueror’s grandmother. 

By a more correct interpretation of a pas 
sage in a treatise of Plutarch he shows that 
this lady, whose name was Eurydice, was of 
Illyrian descent and that her father’s name 
was Hirrhas. The extract ftom Plutarch is an 
epigram ot Earydieés own composition in 
which she refers to her sons and’ her knowledge 
of letters. It is evident that she was a woman 
of a worthy mother of Philip and 


progenitor of the great Alexander.
